DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-3, 5-10, 14-17, and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Kusche et al (6652334). Kusche et al disclose a flywheel 60, and an iron ring 62 
mounted on the elastic ring 64. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 11, 12, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kusche et al. While the manner of securing the ring 64, ring 62, and element 60 together is 
not set forth, both bonding and press fitting are notoriously well known. Press fitting appears to 
be suggested by the bulge on element 60 and the shallow groove in element 62. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/10/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant correctly pointed out that the 102(b) rejection is improper. However, a 
typo was made; as seen in the previous paragraph the basis of the rejection is a 102(a). 
The applicant argues that Kusche et al show the elastic ring mounted internally of the flywheel, 
unlike the claimed invention. The examiner contends that the claims are broad enough to be 
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met by Kusche et al, wherein there are two "flywheels" at 26 and 60. The flywheel 60 does have 
the elastic ring mounted at an outer diameter thereof. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13, 18, and 24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Other limitations combined with the independent claims that would clearly define over 
Kusch et al would be 1) the flywheel having an opening for mounting on a crankshaft, 2) that the 
flywheel has an upper surface (as defined when the flywheel is located at the top of a vertical 
oriented crankshaft) including a seat adapted to be held by a crankshaft nut, 3) that the 
elastomer ring is secured between two lips, 4) that an inner diameter hub of the flywheel has an 
axially extending hub, and 5) wherein the axial length of the rings is substantially less than the 
axial length of the flywheel. Note, the specification would have to be amended to provide clear 
antecedent basis for the limitations of 4 and 5.
